To the inhabitants of the Town of Whitefield in the 
County of Coos and the State of New Hampshire, quali- 
fied to vote in Town Affairs. You are hereby notified to 
meet in the Town Hall in said Town on Tuesday the 
tenth day of March next, at two o’clock in the af- 
ternoon to act on the following subjects. The polls 
shall open for voting at nine o’clock in the forenoon and 
shall not close before six o’clock in the afternoon. 


1. To choose a Town Clerk, one Selectman to serve 
for a period of three years, a Town Treasurer, Highway 
Agent, two Library Trustees, one Trust Fund Trustee 
to serve for three years, one Trust Fund Trustee to 
serve for two years, and all other necessary Town Offi- 
cers. 


2. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary for: 
a. General Government

3. To see if the Town will vote to grant to the Wom- 
an’s Study Club, American Legion, Morrison Hospital 
Auxiliary, Mount Washington Grange, Rotary Club, 
Chamber of Commerce and all church organizations 
for public purposes, the free use of the Town Hall.

4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Se- 
lectmen to borrow money by temporary loans in an- 
ticipation of taxes. 


5. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to administer or dispose of any real estate acquired by 
the Town through tax collector’s deeds or otherwise, 
until rescinded. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum not to exceed $3,000 for construction of a 
dam at Burns Lake, the State to appropriate a sum of 
approximately $16,000 to complete the project. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum not to exceed $1,400 to trade the present 
1961 Ford police cruiser for a 1964 model. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to purchase all assets 
including real estate, equipment, accounts receivable 
and all other personal property now owned by the White- 
field Village Fire District for the sum of One Dollar ($1) 
and, further, to assume responsibility for all liabilities 
of said Whitefield Village Fire District, and further, to 
authorize the Selectmen, in the name of and on behalf 
of the Town, to do all acts and execute all instruments 
necessary or proper in their discretion to carry out the 
purpose of this vote. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum not to exceed One Dollar ($1) for the pur- 
chase of all assets including real estate, equipment, ac- 
counts receivable and all other personal property now 
owned by the Whitefield Village Fire District. 


10. To see if the Town will vote by ballot to autho- 
rize the Selectmen to appoint the Road Agent. In the 
event that this article is passed in the affirmative, it 
would go into effect in March, 1965. 
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11. To see if the Town will vote that the name for 
the Town airport facility to be used in the future shall 
be “The Whitefield Regional Airport.” 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum not exceeding $65,000 for use in connec- 
tion with expansion of the airport facilities and, for this 
purpose, to authorize the Selectmen to borrow upon 
the note of the Town a sum not in excess of $65,000 at 
such rate of interest and payable at such time and place, 
in accordance with Revised Statutes Annotated, Chap- 
ter 33, and amendments thereto, entitled ‘Municipal 
Finance Act,” as the Selectmen shall decide. 


13. If the vote on No. 12 is in the negative, to see 
if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not 
exceeding $5,239 for use in connection with expansion 
of the airport facilities and for this purpose to autho- 
rize the Selectmen to borrow upon the note of the Town 
a sum not in excess of $5,239, at such rate of interest 
and payable at such time and place, in accordance with 
Revised Statutes Annotated, Chapter 33, and amend- 
ments thereto, entitled “Municipal Finance Act,” as 
the Selectmen shall decide. 


14. To choose a Delegate to the Constitutional Con- 
vention. 


15. To vote on the question ‘Shall SUAVE: tic- 
kets be sold in this city or town?”’ 


16. To see if the Town will vote to sell to W. deGroot 
van Embden a certain parcel of land adjacent to Red 
Acre, so-called. 


17. Tosee if the Town will vote to continue to main- 
tain its existing Municipal Court so long as its present 
judge remains in office. 


18. If the vote on Article 17 is in the affirmative, 
to see if the town will vote to raise the sum of $1,500 
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to build an official courtroom in the town building, to 
be used also by the Department of Employment Secu- 
rity. 


19. To transact any other business that may law- 
fully come before said meeting.

Gentlemen: 


Submitted herewith is the report of an examination 
and audit of the accounts of the Town of Whitefield for 
the fiscal year ended December 31, 1963, which was 
made by this Division in accordance with the vote of 
the Town. Exhibits as hereafter listed are included as 
part of the report. 


Scope of Audit 


Included in the examination and audit were the ac- 
counts and records of the Board of Selectmen, Trea- 
surer, Tax Collector, Town Clerk, Library Treasurer, 
Municipal Court, Trustees of Trust Funds and Ceme- 
tery Association. 


Financial Statements 


Comparative Balance Sheets: December 31, 1962— 
December 31, 1963: (Exhibit A-1) 


Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1962 
and December 31, 1963, are presented in Exhibit A-1. 
As indicated therein, the Surplus decreased by 
$8,273.69, in 1963. 
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Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: (Exhibit 
A-2) 


An analysis of the change in financial condition of 
the Town during the year is made in Exhibit A-2, with 
the factors which caused the change indicated therein.

Comparative statements of appropriations and ex- 
penditures, estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1963, are presented in Ex- 
hibits A-3 and A-4. As indicated by the budget summary 
(Exhibit A-4), a revenue surplus of $223.14, plus a net 
unexpended balance of appropriations of $138.98, re- 
sulted in a net budget surplus of $362.12. 
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Summary Statement of Receipts and Expenditures: 
(Exhibit B-1) 


A summary statement of receipts and expenditures 
for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1963, made up 
in accordance with the uniform classification of ac- 
counts, is included in Exhibit B-1. Proof of the Trea- 
surer’s balance as of December 31, 1963, is indicated 
in Exhibit B-2. 


Statement of Long Term Indebtedness: (Exhibit I) 


A statement of outstanding long term indebtedness as 
of December 31, 1963, showing annual debt service re- 
quirements, is contained in Exhibit I. 


Audit Procedure 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged 
with the custody, receipt and disbursement of public 
funds were examined and audited. Vouchers and can- 
celled checks were compared with supporting invoices 
and payrolls as well as entries in the books of record. 
Receipts were checked by source insofar as possible and 
totals of receipts and expenditures verified. Book ba- 
lances were verified by comparison with reconciled bank 
balances made from statements obtained from deposi- 
tory banks. Verification of uncollected taxes was made 
by mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers as indicated 
by the Collector’s records. The amounts of uncollected 
and unredeemed taxes as indicated in this report are 
therefore subject to any changes which may be neces- 
sitated by the return of verification notices. 
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General Comments 
Current Surplus: 


The current surplus (excess of total assets over cur- 
rent liabilities) decreased by $48.35, from $22,459.63 to 
$22,411.28, in 1963 as shown herewith:

It is noted that there are substantial amounts of un- 
collected taxes on the warrants of 1960 and prior years 
and unredeemed taxes from the sales on account of the 
levies of 1960 and prior years, as indicated herewith:

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The Tax Collector and Selectmen should carefully go 
over the uncollected lists on these warrants and such 
taxes thereon as appear to be uncollectible should be 
abated by the Board. The inclusion of uncollectible taxes 
on prior years’ warrants in the Balance Sheets year 
after year tends to distort the true picture of the Town’s 
financial condition. 


The Tax Collector should give deeds to the Town on 
the properties represented by the tax liens on account 
of the tax sales for the levies of 1960 and prior years, 
inasmuch as the two year period provided by law for 
redemptions has expired. 

Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 184 of the Laws of 1955, 
require that this report or the summary of findings and 
recommendations (letter of transmittal) shall be pub- 
lished in the next annual report of the Town. 


We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of 
Whitefield for their assistance during the course of the 
audit.

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MORRISON HOSPITAL & ASSOCIATION REPORT 


Although Morrison Hospital today functions as a pri- 
vate, non-profit institution owned by the members of 
the parent Morrison Hospital Association, it seems fit- 
ting, in the light of its history as a municipally owned 
and operated facility, to include a brief resume of its 
activities in the 1963 Town of Whitefield Report. 


The measure of quality and scope of any hospital lies 
basically in its medical and nursing staffs and in this re- 
gard we are most fortunate in having two excellent 
physicians in community residence, a fine group of cov- 
ering medical specialists and a dedicated staff of regis- 
tered nurses, technicians and aides to care for hospita- 
lized patients. The recent addition to the regular medi- 
cal staff of Dr. Robert L. Thomas, a board certified sur- 
geon who is also handling obstetrics and general medi- 
cine, rounds out already excellent service and coverage 
long rendered by Dr. Jorge A. deVillafane. 


Construction of a new maternity unit and conversion 
of the third floor into a Geriatric Department were 
major components of overall alterations to the hospital 
plant in 1963. These and other changes make Morrison 
Hospital one of the best equipped among small com- 
munity health facilities in this area. However, the job 
of improvement is far from finished and continued pro- 
gress is anticipated. 


Outside financial support continued to be given during 
1963 both from municipal and private sources. The re- 
sults of a concerted fund raising drive last summer 
were most gratifying. Few, if any, private, voluntary 
hospitals can be self-supporting today and continued as- 
sistance will be energetically sought. 


Membership in 1963 in the Morrison Hospital As- 
sociation totaled 246, and it is hoped the number can be 
increased this year. A drive for new and renewed mem- 
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bers is underway. You can join simply by making an an- 
nual contribution to the association, and your member- 
ship entitles you to an active voice in hospital affairs. 


Morrison Hospital is the focal point of Whitefield’s 
community health needs. The entire staff, Trustees and 
associated agencies stand ready to serve.

Commissioners’ Report 


The auditors’ report published on the following 
pages speaks for itself and portrays the financial 
condition of the W.V.F.D. However, there are areas 
not covered by the audit report, there are also items 
mentioned that are not self-explanatory. The follow- 
ing summary, then will touch on some of these items 
and on areas not covered by the report. 


First of all, it may be well to comment on the phy- 
sical condition of the districts. In mid-winter of 1963 
it was discovered that six hydrants in District #2 
were defective and could not be turned on during 
extremely cold weather. Corrective steps were taken 
and with constant maintenance the hydrants were 
kept working through the winter months. In early 
spring a meeting was held by the Commissioners to 
discuss, with several members from each district, 
what action should be taken towards repairing or 
replacing the defective hydrants. The decision was 
made to replace the old hydrants with new ones. The 
Muellar Company accepted partial responsibility for 
the faulty equipment, and agreed to sell replacement 
hydrants to W.V.F.D. at the cost price of $148.70 each. 
It was further decided that this would be an opportune 
time to install gate boxes for each hydrant. The Muellar 
Company agreed to sell the department gate boxes at 
the cost price of $34.50 each. The total cost of the 
hydrants, gate boxes and labor for installations to- 
taled $1,255.50. Upon completion of the above project, 
the system returned to a sound physical condition. 


Before discussing the financial picture it might be 
well to touch on certain rate reductions that were 
made during 1963. In April of 1963 The Morrison 
Hospital Association applied to the District for a rate 
reduction. Administrator Morgan Vander Voort 
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pointed out to the Commissioners, that while the Lan- 
caster Hospital paid $400.00 per year and the Little- 
ton Hospital paid $360.00 per year, the Morrison 
Hospital was paying $632.00 per year. It was decided 
to make a flat rate, applicable to the Association of 
$450.00 per year. This rate was made retroactive to 
November of 1962, and thereby covered the full 1963 
billing periods. 

In June of 1963 the Commissioners met with Mr. 
Frank 8. Dodge, Jr. and Mr. Randall Spalding to dis- 
cuss lower rates for very large water consumers. The 
combined bill for the Spalding Inn and the Mt. View 
House for 1962 totaled $5,635.67. Due to the increase 
in the use of water each year the water bill for the 
above mentioned hotels keeps going higher and high- 
er. It seemed sensible that increased water consump- 
tion, in commercial estabishments, did indeed war- 
rant a lower rate. A commercial rate was established 
and made retroactive to May of 1963. This rate is 
applicable to any place of business, in District #2, 
that uses in excess of 100,000 gallons of water in any 


one billing period. The rate is as follows: 


1st 100,000 gallons per 6 mos. $1.50 per 1,000 gal. 
Next 100,000 gallons per 6 mos. 1.20 per 1,000 gal. 
All over 200,000 gallons .90 per 1,000 gal. 


The above rate amounted to a twenty per cent re- 
duction for the Spalding Inn and the Mt. View House. 


The total revenue from water rentals for District 
+1 was $16,712.74. This represents an increase over 
1962 of $488.53. The income from water rentals in 
District #2 was $9,098.51; this represents an increase 
of $1,924.61. This increase was due to a large billing 
made in November 1962 that was paid in January 
1963. 


Unfortunately, the operation expense side of the 
ledger, rather than showing a decrease, showed a 
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substantial increase. This is true especially in District 
#2. Operating costs in this District were $1,823.25 
over the 1962 operating expenses. The aforementioned 
hydrants expense accounts for most of this increase. 


Some efforts have been made to decrease operating 
expenses. The major step has been a reduction in full 
time personnel. In May of 1963 an agreement was 
reached with Mr. Robert Stiles, whereby he would 
become a part-time employee. This arrangement will 
save the District $1,451.25 in labor cost. The major 
portion of this savings will be reflected in operating 
costs for 1964. 


The Accounts Receivable item continues to show 
some improvement. The 1963 Accounts Receivable were 
$708.87 less than in 1962. Since 1961 the Accounts Re- 
ceivable have been reduced by $1,525.39. The above fig- 
ures apply only to District +1 Accounts Receivable; 
District +2 have never been a problem. 


Debt reduction continues at an acceptable rate. Long 
term notes and bonded indebtedness for the two Dis- 
tricts were reduced as follows: 


1962 
Long Term Notes District #1 & #2 $24,000.00 
Bonded Debt 6,000.00 
Total $30,000.00 
1963 
Long Term Notes District #1 & +2 $23,000.00 
Bonded Debt 4,000.00 
Total $27,000.00 


The Districts have a short term indebtedness of 
$3,000.00. The auditors chose to count this in with the 
long term notes. Thus, the total decrease for the two 
Districts is $3,000.00. 
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Following the last March Meeting a committee was 
appointed to survey the feasibility of town ownership 
of the W.V.F.D. Members of the Committee are as 
follows: 


Bartlett McKinney, chairman, J. Morgan Vander 
Voort, Iris Drouin, Edward McDonald, and Kenneth 
A. Jordan. As this is written the Study Committee is 
hard at work preparing their report. This report will 
be mailed to members of W.V.F.D. before the annual 
District meeting. 


The annual District meeting will be held on Monday, 
March 30th at 8: p.m.
